DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

It. 

1 . Claims 1 -1 3^and renumbered claim 38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the references obtained, either applied individually or in combination, 
teaches simultaneously generating two annular laser beams from two separate 
laser energy sources, the beams being controllably redirected by a parabolic 
mirror to simultaneously weld a polymeric material to a catheter tube at two 
separate locations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
